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Porents'  Day  Ceremony 

College  Center  Cornerstone  Laid 


The  cornerstone  of  the  College  Cen- 
ter, now  under  construction  along  the 
entrance  road  at  the  east  end  of  cam- 
pus, was  laid  on  Parents'  Day,  Oct. 
25,  in  the  presence  of  parents  and 
members  of  the  community. 

Students  played  a  major  role  in  the 
brief  ceremonies,  conducted  by  Jarrett 
Dudley,  president  of  Student  Govern- 
ment, following  an  invocation  by  Chap- 
lain Robertson. 

Mementos  of  the  current  year — 
student  and  college  publications,  trin- 
kets, and  souvenirs  representing  many 
student  organizations — were  placed  in 
the  copper  box. 

Speaking  for  the  parents  was  Henry 
B.  Hunter,  Jr.,  of  Norfolk,  chairman 
of  the  Parents  Council  since  1967, 
and  further  qualified  to  represent  them 
because  he  is  the  husband  of  a  gradu- 
ate, Byrd  Smith,  and  the  father  of  Car- 
ter, '68,   and   Baird,   a  senior. 

In  addition  there  were  brief  remarks 
by  Dean  of  Students  Dorothy  Jester 
and  Wallis  Wickham,  '70,  chairman 
of  the  Social  Activities  Committee. 


Using  the  silver  mason's  trowel 
which  has  served  on  many  similar  oc- 
casions since  1907,  these  representa- 
tives and  others  applied  dabs  of  mor- 
tar to  seal  the  copper  box  into  the 
cornerstone. 

Students,  alumnae,  parents,  members 
of  the  Board,  and  others  have  contri- 
buted to  the  building  fund.  In  1966, 
when  the  College  Center  was  proposed, 
a  $40,000  matching  grant  from  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Edward  T.  Wailes,  of  Wash- 
ington, provided  a  stimulus  for  donors. 

A  red  brick  building  of  approxi- 
mately 102  X  62  feet,  on  two  levels, 
the  College  Center  will  have  modem 
dining,  recreation,  and  visitor  reception 
areas.  It  will  replace  the  outmoded 
"Date  House"  near  which  it  is  rising, 
with  greatly  extended  facilities  where 
the  entire  college  community  can  grav- 
itate for  discussion,  relaxation  and  re- 
freshments and  where  "dates"  and 
other  visitors  can  be  entertained  in  at- 
tractive surroundings.

Other  Members  Named 

Robert  C.  Tyson,  New  York,  chair- 
man of  the  finance  committee  of  U.  S. 
Steel  Corp.,  has  been  elected  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Over- 
seers of  Sweet  Briar  College,  of  which 
he  has  been  a  member  since  1961.  He 
succeeds  J.  Wilson  Newman,  chairman 
of  the  finance  committee  of  Dun  & 
Bradstreet,  Inc.,  New  York,  who  has 
completed  a  six-year  term  as  chairman 
and  will  continue  to  serve  on  the  Board 
of  Overseers. 

At  the  same  time,  several  new  ap- 
pointments and  other  changes  in  the 
membership  of  the  two  governing 
boards  are  being  announced,  following 
the  retirement  of  Dr.  Connie  M. 
Guion,  New  York  physician,  and  the 
death  last  June  of  Edward  T.  Wailes, 
Washington,  former  ambassador  and 
career  officer  in  the  foreign  service, 
who  had  served  as  an  Overseer  and 
Director  since  1954. 

Dr.  Guion  has  been  named  honorary 
life  member  of  the  boards,  in  recog- 
nition of  her  long  and  close  associa- 
tion with  Sweet  Briar,  where  she  taught 
chemistry  and  physics  for  five  years  be- 
fore she  entered  Cornell  Medical 
School.  She  was  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Overseers  in  1950  and  became  a 
Director  in  1956.  The  college's  science 
building,  completed  in  1965,  is  named 
for  her. 

Appointed  to  fill  the  vacancies  on 
the  seven-member  Board  of  Directors 
were:  Mrs.  Charles  G.  Gambrell,  of 
New  York  and  Charlotte,  N.  C,  who 
is  a  graduate  of  Sweet  Briar;  Gorham 
B.  Walker,  Jr.,  of  Lynchburg,  and 
Prime  F.  Osborn,  III,  of  Jacksonville. 
All  have  previously  served  on  the 
Board  of  Overseers. 

In  addition,  Keene  C.  Brown,  of 
Amherst,  has  recently  been  elected  to 
the  Board  of  Overseers  for  a  six-year 
term.  Mr.  Brown,  who  operates  a  farm 
and  is  editor  of  a  weekly  newspaper 
in  Amherst  County,  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  the  Friends  of 
Sweet  Briar  Library  for  several  years.

Describes  'New  Man' 

The  emergence  of  a  "New  Man"  in 
our  society,  who  may  be  the  prototype 
of  future  heroes,  was  discussed  by  Dr. 
William  C.  Archie  in  his  Founders' 
Day  address,  "Where  Have  All  the 
Heroes  Gone?"  Dr.  Archie  is  execu- 
tive director  of  the  Mary  Reynolds 
Babcock  Foundation  at  Winston-Sa- 
lem, North  CaroHna. 

"Many  heroes  of  yesterday  have 
faded  from  the  scene,"  he  said,  citing. 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  in  the  political 
arena  and  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  in  the 
military  field.  He  said  that  no  single 
military  leader  in  the  current  "detest- 
able and  unhappy  war"  has  been  cast 
in  an  heroic  role.  Nor  have  there  been 
religious  heroes  in  our  time.  Even 
Mahatma  Gandhi  and  Martin  Luther 
King  will  be  remembered  as  political, 
rather  than  religious  leaders.  The 
dearth  of  living  men  who  rise  to  heroic 
heights,  he  said,  is  also  evident  in  bus- 
iness and  education. 

New  Concept  of  Heroism 

In  answer  to  his  question,  where  are 
we  to  find  heroes  today.  Dr.  Archie 
said  that  a  new  concept  of  heroism 
may  be  developing.  A  "New  Man"  is 
emerging,  he  said,  not  exclusively  the 
young  person,  who  "has  no  use  for 
sham  or  pretence  in  interpersonal  re- 
lationships, education,  politics  or  re- 
ligion." Born  out  of  our  civilization, 
with  its  excessive  affluence  and  pover- 
ty, he  runs  counter  to  the  creeds,  tra- 
ditions, and  norms  of  the  past. 

Speaking  of  these  new  persons,  Dr. 
Archie  continued,  "We  rejoice  at  their 
awareness  and  their  great  concern,  and 
we  fret  when  they  see  things  in  simplis- 
tic terms  and  yet  are  so  sure  of  them- 
selves. They  appear  to  be  of  the  future, 
yet  are  unaware  of  the  past  and  seek 
to  learn  little  from  it." 

In  spite  of  aspects  of  the  "new  per- 
son" which  repel.  Dr.  Archie  believes 
that  his  physical,  moral,  and  intellec- 
tual courage  "wells  up  from  his  pro- 
found, though  ill-defined,  conviction 
that  we  need  not  be  overwhelmed  by 
war,  poverty,  bigotry,  and  ignorance," 
and  he  believes  that  "man  can  be  bet- 
ter, because  he  must.  .  .  . 

"Where  have  all  the  heroes  gone? 
Could  it  be  that  they  are  here,  already, 
among  us?"  he  concluded. 

Following  the  exercises  in  Babcock 
Auditorium,  students  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  community  went  to  Monu- 
ment Hill  for  a  brief  memorial  service 
honoring  members  of  the  Fletcher-Wil- 
liams family,  founders  of  the  college. 


College  Center 
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The  main  floor  will  include  a  lobby 
and  lounge,  a  large  dining  room  and 
a  smaller  one  for  parties,  and  a  kit- 
chen. The  dining  room  will  replace 
the  tearoom  in  Boxwood  Inn.  Features 
of  the  ground  floor  will  be  a  "Bistro" 
with  food  service,  a  game  room  for  bil- 
liards and  ping  pong,  card  room,  and 
two  music  listening  rooms. 

Fireplaces  in  the  lobby,  lounge  and 
Bistro  will  add  to  the  attractions  of  the 
building,  as  will  a  balcony  overlooking 
a  terrace  on  the  ground  level  and  a 
brick  courtyard  with  fountain,  at  the 
entrance.  The  building  has  been  de- 
signed so  that  wings  may  be  added  if 
needed  in  the  future. 

The  Bistro  will  have  great  appeal 
for  students.  The  decor  of  brick  pave- 
ment, walnut  paneling,  a  fieldstone 
fireplace,  a  brassrail  bar  for  serving 
refreshments,  and  other  elements  will 
suggest  a  French  atmosphere.  There 
will  be  music,  dancing  and  dating  in 
the  Bistro. 

The  floor  plan  provides  for  easy 
access  from  one  area  to  another,  al- 
lowing for  the  free  flow  of  movement 
throughout  the  building.  Moveable 
partitions  will  permit  adjustment  of 
space  when  occasion  demands.  The 
game  room  opens  onto  a  broad  terrace 
which  will  invite  circulation  to  the  out- 
doors in  good  weather. 

Architects  for  the  $600,000  Center, 
which  will  be  completed  a  year  hence, 
are  Clark,  Nexsen  &  Owen,  of  Lynch- 
burg; R.  H.  Feagans,  also  of  Lynch- 
burg, is  the  contractor.  Landscaping 
is  directed  by  Richard  K.  Webel  of 
Long  Island,  N.  Y. 

Increased  efforts  are  being  made 
to  raise  approximately  $300,000  still 
needed  for  this  building,  a  primary 
objective  of  the  $6  million  Sweet 
Briar's  Destiny  campaign  now  under 
way.

College  Benefits 

From  VFIC  Grants 

Sweet  Briar  and  1 1  other  senior  col- 
leges not  supported  by  State  appropria- 
tions of  tax  revenues  have  shared  a  rec- 
ord $1,100,175  in  the  1969  distribu- 
tion of  funds  contributed  to  the  Virgin- 
ia Foundation  for  Independent  Col- 
leges. 

Sweet  Briars  share  of  the  joint  fund 
for  expenditure  in  the  1969-70  school 
year  was  $73,004.45.  Sixty  percent 
of  undesignated  contributions  are  dis- 
tributed in  12  equal  shares  and  40% 
on  the  basis  of  fulltime  undergraduate 
enrollment  of  the  respective  institu- 
tions. Sweet  Briar  also  received  $5,525 
in  funds  designated  for  the  college  this 
year. 

Since  the  VFIC  was  organized  in 
1953,  corporations  doing  business  in 
Virginia  have  contributed  $10.3  mil- 
lion to  assist  the  12  participating  col- 
leges. 

VFIC  funds  are  unrestricted  and  are 
used  to  support  faculty  salaries  or  for 
other  current  operating  purposes. 
Grants  to  purchase  equipment  or  refer- 
ence resources  for  the  12  college  li- 
braries have  been  made  to  the  VFIC 
on  two  occasions  by  the  Marietta  Mc- 
Neill Morgan  &  Samuel  Tate  Morgan, 
Jr.  Memorial  Trust,  which  is  admini- 
stered by  the  First  &  Merchants  Na- 
tional Bank,  Richmond.  The  Mary 
Helen  Cochran  Library's  share  of  these 
library  grants  has  amounted  to  $5,602, 
of  which  $2,322  was  delivered  in  1969. 

President  Pannell  and  others  from 
Sweet  Briar  are  active  every  year  in  the 
VFIC  fund-raising  campaign.  The  suc- 
cess of  this  program  has  been  of  inval- 
uable benefit  to  the  member  colleges, 
even  beyond  the  amount  of  money  each 
has  received. 

The  VFIC  program  and  its  central 
office  in  Lynchburg  are  funded  through 
a  grant  provided  by  the  Old  Dominion 
Foundation,  so  that  all  contributed 
funds  go  to  the  participating  institu- 
tions. No  member  college  is  required 
to  pay  back  to  the  VFIC  any  tax  or 
assessment  to  cover  promotional  and 
fund-raising  expenses. 

Measured  by  the  amount  of  money 
per-college  and  per-student  delivered 
to  the  12  privately  supported  institu- 
tions in  1969,  the  Virginia  Foundation 
maintained  its  top  national  ranking 
among  40  similar  joint  funds  assisting 
514  independent  colleges  and  univer- 
sities throughout  the  nation.  The  $1.1 
million  in  contributions  received  from 
906  supporters,  mostly  corporate, 
ranks  second  in  the  nation  in  total  sup- 
port given  a  statewide  college  fund, 
surpassed  only  by  the  Ohio  Founda-
